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After six weeks of postponements, Andrei UM. Dorofeev, Soviet Vice~Consul of 
Tientsin, arrived in Tsingtao on 24 December.

arrive in Tsingtao from Tientsin on 6 or 7 Novenber:)

The Dairen incident (in which three Amerleans on beard an American LCI were 
not allowed to lend in Dairan and the ship was ordered by the Soviet 
authorities to leave} ia of negligible importance and does not jeopardize 
United States—Sovlet relations. On the other hand the Sovict authorities were 
acting within their rights and the captain of the LCI was wrong.
